Last week the aggregate production

In sympathy 
with wheat, Ilia flour market Is dall 
and unsettled and prices are quoted 
25c- or more lower than a week age. 

The slaughter house and pork pant- 
ing establishment of F. A. Lahlly A 
Co., ou Spring Grove avenue, immedi- 
ately north of the stock yards, Cincin- 
nati, was destroyed by fire Monday 
night. The loss is complete. How the 
fire started is a matter of surmise. Tlie 
establishment was of brick, very large 
and finely appointed. The hiss will be 
between $225,000 mid $250,000, accord- 
ing to present estimates. It is insured 
iu numerous companies. One fireman 
was slightly hurt. 

Well-posted cattlemen allege that 
there will not be so many nor sn good 
Texas cattle ou the market this season 
a* a year ago. Audit is claimed, too, 
that the panic for marketing range 
cattle all around, regardlees of condi- 
tion, which lias been so geueral for 
some time, lias in a great measure sub- 
sided. The closing out of ranches is 
not so universal as it has been, and 
ranch transactions are more in the 
nature of transfers from one party lo 
another than tor a year or two. 

Tbe question of breeding to old stal- 
lions — stallions which have seeu a 
score or more of years — is ooe that not 
unfrequeutly perplexes the thoughtful 
breeder. As a rule, it i* safe to breed 
to any stallion which lis* demonstrated 
his ability to get superior stock as long 
a* lit* vitality is unimpaired. Tbe ex- 
ceptions would be such stallions as in- 
herit and transmit physical infirmities 
or those of temper and habit. The ma- 
jority of the fastest trotters, and most 
successful trotting sires, as is shown by 
the records, were got by stallions in 
tlie prime of life. There have been 
notable exceptions to this, however, 
both in race horses and trotters. Sir 
Arciiy, by far tbe best of old Diomed’s 
produce, was got when the latter was 
twenty-seven years old.

Advance Bulletin for March, 1889, 
of the Kentucky State Weather Ser- 
vice In Co-operation with the U. R. 
Sigual Service — Louisville, Ky., April, 
1889. — Tbe average teni|ierature of tlie 
State for March as determined from 
the tri-daily obeervations was 46.5° ; 
from the mean of the average maxi- 
mum aud minimum, 46°. These fig- 
ures indicate an excess of about 20° 
above tbe uormal. Tlie average max- 
imum was 57.2 :> , and the average min- 
imum 36 9°. Tlie highest temperature 
recorded during the mouth was 82° at 
Bowling Green on tbe 13tb, and tbe 
lowest 18° at Ashland on lbe 11th. 
The average monthly range of tem- 
perature was 51.4°, the greatest range, 
60° is reported at Bowliug Green and 
tbe least 44° at Millers burg. The 
warmest days of the month were tlie 
17th, 18th and 31st, and the coldest, 
the 9th and 11th. The average precip- 
itation for the State was 1.52 inches, 
which is about 2.5° les* than the nor- 
mal. The greatest amount of rainfall 
reported was 2.98 inches al Richmond, 
ami the least 43 inches at South Fork. 
Snow fell to the depth of one inch in 
tbe Eastern and Northern iiortions of 
tlie State. There was less than the usual 
amount of frost during the mouth, and 
but little damage to erope resulted from 
it. The number ol eleur and fair days 
was largely in excess of the aversge. 
The average number of clear days was 
11; of fair days 9; of cloudy 12, aud 
of rainy days 6. High winds were 
geueral throughout the State on the 
ISili aud 31*1, hut no serious damage 
is reported to have resulted from tbem.

acres of oil and gas-bearing territory in Mad- 
ison and Rockcastle county, to commence 
work and thoroughly test them for oil, gas 
and minerals. The work will be under 
the direct supervision of Mr. Lecky and 
E - Y. Wyssbrod, of Findlay. Ohio, both 
experienced operators in the oil and gas 
fields of Pennsylvania, New York *nd 
Ohio. They are very favorably impressed 
with the indications in the territory, and 
express no doubt as to the existence of 
these two valuable natural products. 
There are oil-bearing rock and springs 
throughout the whole territory under in- 
vestigation, and gas has been found where- 
ever there has been any boring. A num 
ber of wells that were sunk with the pur- 
pose of getting oil were abandoned many 
years ago through the interlerence of the 
gas, which was not then understood, but 
the asceitained value of the natural gas 
now makes the territory very valuable, 
and will doubtless conduce to the estab- 
lishment of many industries and to the 
rapid development of the towns in that 
part of the State.

At Frankfort, Kentucky, on Tuesday, 
oflast week, the “Lociety of the Sons of 
the Revolution,’ was organized. 

Among the members was Dr. Hardin

The officers elected were Judge Wil- 
liam Lindsay, President ; Col. E. Polk 
Johnson, Vice President ; John W. Buch- 
anan, Secretary ; Col. Ed Porter Thomp- 
son, Registrar; Hon. Grant Green. Treas- 
urer ; Col. Thomas M. Green, Historian. 

Gov. Buckner, Judge Lindsay and Gen. 
Sam Hill were appointed delegates to the 
general meeting of similar societies to 
convene in New York, April 30th. 

A paragraph in the constitution says : 
“The pnrpose of the society is to keep 
alive among ourselves and our descend- 
ants the patriotic spirit of the men who, 
in military, naval or civil service, by their 
acts or counsel achieved American In- 
dependence ; to collect and secure for 
preservation of the manuscript rolls, 
records and other documents relating to 
the war of the Revolution, and to promote 
social intercourse and good feeling among 
its members now and hereafter. 

Relative to membership, the constitu- 
tion says : “Any person shall be eligible 
to membership in the society who is above 
the age of twenty -one years, resident in 
Kentucky, and who is descended from 
an anccster who. either as military or 
naval officer, soldier, sailor, or as an 
official or recognized subordinate in the 
service of any one of the thirteen original 
Colonies or States, or of the National 
Government representing or composed 
of those Colonies or States, assisted in 
establishing American independence dur- 
ing the war ot the Revolution ; and no 
person other than such shall be eligible to 
membership in the society.

Perhaps it is not too much to say 
that every new invention brings its 
own dauger. When anaesthetics were 
first discovered, the discovery was 
hailed as an unmixed blessing. But 
now men have so fallen into the habit 
of taking opiates and anodynes, that 
the alcoholic curse is almost rivaled 
by the opium, morphine and cocoaine 
habit. It is said that profanity has 
largely increased since the invention 
of the telephone; and, considering the 
vexations attendant upon the use of 
this marvelous instrument, this is a 
logical conclusion. 

Every new invention now produces a 
monopoly. The inventor frequently 
dies in poverty, and a wealthy syndic- 
ate grows rich through his device by 
overcharging the public for its use. 

Horse railroads In cities are a pub- 
lic necessity; but through their fatal 
comfort men, and especially women, 
have largely lost the power of self- 
locomotion. Street cars are, perhaps, 
largely responsible for the large in- 
crease of dyspeptics. 

So we might go through the entire 
catalogue oi inventions. It would be 
found that each brings its own disad- 
vantages. and each adds a new peril to 
civilization. But in all-cases tho good 
far outbalances the evil. — Yankee 
Blade.

America's Only Kingdom. 

It is not generally known that the 
only King upon the western hemis- 
phere died some weeks ago. His name 
was George Frederick Augustus, and 
his subjects were several hundred Mos- 
quito Indians of the north coast of 
Nicaragua. When the Spanish con- 
quered Central America they found the 
Mosquito Indians too powerful for their 
arras A century or so later, the Mos- 
quito Coast, as the coast of Nicaragua 
was then called, was a favorite resort 
for buccaneers and m&rooners, the na- 
tives forming an alliance with the free- 
booters, and carrying on a deadly and 
hereditary war against the Spaniards. 
From that period on the Mosquito In- 
dians had friendly relations with the 
English, and in 1826 Great Britain 
ca sed the chief of the -ribe to be 
crowned as King and to be placed un- 
der the protectorate of the court of St. 
James. The late King. George Freder- 
ick Augustus, was the grandnephew of 
the first monarch. He was drunken, 
dissolute, and incapable of managing 
his affairs. At his death the little 
kingdom was in such confusion that it 
was doubtful whether it would receive 
another sovereign. — N. Y. Ledger.
